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Boat house 
reconstruction 
questioned

The reconstruction of a boat 
house on the AuSable River is 
causing a stir among anglers and 
Grayling Township Zoning offi- 
cials, 

The Grayling Township 
Zoning Board raised concerns 
over the boat house Barbara 
Reed rebuilt on the river about 
two miles cast of Stephan Bridge 
Road where the — former 
Shoppenagon’s Lodge was locat- 
ed, 

The Zoning Board turned 
down a variance request for the 
boat house in October and 
December 2003, citing that 
reconstruction of the structure 
was not allowed under the 
Natural Rivers Protection Act. 

The Natural Rivets Protection 
Act prohibils construction along 
the river's boundaries and 
requires stringent buffer zones 
between buildings and the river. 

Department of — Natural 
Resources (DNR) officials, who 
oversee the Natural Rivers 
Protection Act, urged township 


olficlals to reject the boat house, 
citing the need to protect the eco- 
logical and aesthetic quality of 
the river and the township’s 
desire to remove existing non- 
conforming accessory buildings, 

The Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ), 
however, issued an Inland Lakes 
and Streams Permit to allow for 
the boat house to be rebuilt, 
which also required a building 
permit from the township build- 
ing department and approval of 
(he variance by the zoning board 
of appeals. 

Terry Wright, the Grayling 
Township supervisor and zoning 
administrator, said the township 
building department issued the 
building permit because the boat 
house was located within the 
rivér and was nol covered by the 
township ordinance, He said 
Monte Burmeister, the township 
attorney, was consulted on the 
issue, 

Anglers and zoning officials 
contend that the boat house was

Susan Rundhaug, district rep- 
resentative for the DEQ in 
Cadillac, said the boat house was 
moved out into the river because 
piles had to be shifted to rebuild 
the structure.

Rundhaug added that co- 
workers have inspected and 
measured the boat house and 
have concluded that there are 
minor discrepancies. She said 
she would continue her investi- 
gation with an on site investiga- 
tion. 

“In general and in-kind the 
boat house was rebuilt where it 
existed before,” Rundhaug said. 

The Zoning Board plans to 
address the issue at its January 
meeting to determine if building 
officials overstepped — their 
authority by, issuing the permit. 

“That boat house is not the 
issue - our jurisdiction over it is 
the issue,” Jansen said. 

Carl Hueter, chairman of the 
Michigan Council of Trout 
Unlimited, is lobbying the state 
to address the issue. 

Rusty Gates, president of the 
Anglers of the AuSable and 
owner of Gates AuSabic Lodge, 
believes the state should exercise

“We would like the DEQ to 
step up and revoke the permit for 
obvious reasons to have this sit- 
uation remedied,” Gates said. 

Wright and Burmeister recent- 
ly met with DNR offictals to dis- 
cuss issues pertaining to the 
Natural Rivers Protection Act. 
Wright said the DNR would like 
the township to amend its zoning 
ordinance to address boat hous- 
es, guest houses and bed and 
breakfasts in order to further 
protect the river and prevent 
businesses and dwellings which 
draw intensive traffic. The zon- 
ing update would allow the 
township to regulate the area 
located 200 feet from the middle 
of the river onto the bank of the 
river. 

“The DNR would like us to do 
it and we ought to do it,” Wright

compromise.” 

Township board member Ron 
Joyce said he feared the town- 
ship may loose its ability to 
enforce zoning on the river if 
continued issues are raised at the 
state level. 

“If we want to loose our abili- 
ty to enforce the Natural Rivers 
Protection Act, this is the best 
shot we can get,” Joyce said. 

Zoning board member Neal 
Michal said he believes the 
township officials did not follow 
appropriate steps and may sub- 
ject the township to a lawsuit if 
the boat house has to be 
removed. 

“We've been sued a couple of 
times and they’ve all been 
knockouts,” Michal said.

Michigan revises Emerald Ash Borer 
quarantine to further prevent spread of pest 


Seven new counties added as 
precaution to help protect state’s 
ash trees 

The Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) has amended 
the state’s Emerald Ash Borer 
(EAB) quarantine, based upon 
extensive survey efforts and rec- 
ommendations of the national 
science advisory panel. 

“Effective today, the state 
added seven new counties as 
well as including each “outlier” 
site to the EAB quarantine as 
part of the overall EAB response 
strategy,” said MDA Director 
Dan Wyant. “Amending the 
quarantine demonstrates the 
aggressive approach Michigan is 
taking to prevent further spread 
and minimize the 
economic/environmental dam- 
age this pest can cause.” 

EAB is an exotic insect native 
to Asia that attacks ash trees and 
was previously unknown on the 
North American continent until 
its discovery in Michigan in the 
summer of 2002. The borer has 
already impacted approximately 
ten miltion ash trees in southeast 
Michigan and continues to dam- 
age or destroy others in isolated 
areas in the Great Lakes state. 
The state has an active, multi- 
agency Emerald Ash Borer task 
force working collectively (o 
detect, contain and respond to 
EAB in order to minimize its 
damage. 

Today’s amendment adds the 
following seven counties to the 
EAB quarantine: Branch, 
Cathoun, Clinton, Eaton, Gratiot, 
Hillsdale, Saginaw. 

Additionally, it now also pro-

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Pratt found guilty in armed robbery case

A Grayling woman was found 
guilty of robbing a Frederic gas 
station last year. . 

A jury found Kelly Jo Pratt, 
30, guilty of armed robbery fol- 
lowing about four hours of delib- 
eration on December 15 after 
hearing three days of testimony. 

Pratt and her boyfriend, Danicl 
Latesky Jr, were charged on 
February 10, 2004 for robbing 
the BP Gas Station in Frederic 
during early morning hours on 


December 14, 2003. 

Pratt wore a ski mask, pointed 
a gun at the store clerk and made 
off with just over $70, 

Latesky told Detective Set. 
Tim Lenhard of the Houghton 
Lake post of the Michigan State 
Police that he was the gunman 
and would take the rap for the 
crime because he was contident 
he would be reunited with Pratt 
after he served a prison sentence, 
Pratt fit the physical description 
of the suspect. Latesky's descrip- 
tron of items he claimed he wore 


during the robbery — conflicted 
with items admitted into evi- 
dence at Pratt’s trial as well 
as the details of the robbery 
given by the store clerk, 

A’ Grayling Police 
pulled Pratt and Latesky over on 
Jan, 22. Latesky Med on foot but 
Pratt stayed in the car and gave 
police information about crimes 
the coupte had allegedly commit- 
ted. Officers found a plastic toy 
gun and a mask in the car, The 
couple was arrested after submit- 
ling to polygraph tests.

The committee changed its 
strategy for applying for grant

“We want to continue to do 
our share (o see that the project 
flies,” Fick said. “Any time you 
can draw tourists into the com- 
munity and give them something 
to do, they stay that) much 
longer.” 

The Fish Hatchery Committee 
completed a project to restore 
the fish hatchery grounds 
through a $464,000 Department 
of Natural Resources grant earli- 
er this year. 

The grant is being submitted 
by the City of Grayling since 
MEDC funds earmarked for 
public infrastructure projects are 
only being made available to 
cities under the grant guidelines. 

Ed Parks, a retired civil engi- 
neer who has worked on several 


Grayling building projects, is 
assisting the hatchery committec 
with the restoration project. 

In 1914, Grayling lumber 
baron Rasmus Hanson pur- 
chased land on the AuSable 
River, collected donations from 
friends and local fishermen and 
established the private hatchery 
where they hoped to raise 
grayling from eggs and release 
them into the wild. 

Hanson and his friends failed 
to save the native fish, whose 
habitat was destroyed by floating 
logs down the river to local lum- 
ber mills, but their work with 
brook and brown trout suceced- 
ed, 

Grayling residents banded 
together in the carly 1980s and 
received permission from the 
state to open the hatchery after 1 
had been closed for several 
years. 

Thousands of school groups, 
tourists and residents visit the 
hatchery every summer, 


will be retired or discarded in the United States this year, adding tons of potentially hazardous materials 
to our landfills.

Competition in the market- 
place stands as one of the corner- 
stones of our economy.

This tenet of our economic 
system has been turned on its 
head by a government-run busi- 
ness known as Federal Prison 
Industries (FPI). FPI employs 
people in federal prisons and 
manufactures a variety of prod- 
ucts, including furniture. Until 
now, FP] has also enjoyed an 
exemption from the requirement 
to compete for federal contracts. 

Every year, the federal govern- 
ment buys billions of dollars 
worth of goods and services. But 
in many cases the federal gov- 
ernment has not been able to pur- 
chase the best product at the best 
price. If FPI wanted a govern- 
ment contract they were granted 
the contract despite the products 
and prices offered by their com-

Unlike other sellers, FPI got to 
decide what products it would 
sel], which contracts it would 
get, and even what the price 
would be. Companies i in the pri- 
vate sector that sold the same 
products as FPI were not even 
given a chance to compete. No 
matter how good their products 
or how low their prices, they 
were not allowed to sell to a fed- 
eral agency unless FPI granted a 
“waiver” to the agency. 

In fact, FPI’s rules went so far 
as to prohibit federal agencies 
from conducting market research 
to determine whether private 
industry could offer better prod- 
ucts at better prices. As a result, 
many federal agencies have been 
forced to purchase products that 
cost more and perform less well 
that products that are available to 
the rest of us in the commercial

Three years ago, we made a 
first step by ending the FPI 
monopoly over Department of 
Defense (DOD) contracts, when 
Congress passed legislation | 
proposed permitting private 
companies to compete against 
Federal Prison Industries for 
Pentagon contracts. 

This year, the legislation end- 
ing the FPI monopoly over DOD 
contracts has been extended to 
other federal agencies. The new 
law, included in the spending bil] 
passed by Congress fast month, 
will ensure that private business- 
es have the opportunity to com- 
pete fairly for government con- 
tracts.

law now permits it to buy from 
the private bidder. 

This bill will not end the 
prison industries program. FPI 
can continue to compete for any 
contracts, but now private sector 
companies will be able to com- 
pete as well. There may be a 
requirement for further legisla- 
tion in this area, but for now, 
opening up the competition for 
federal contracts means that tax- 
payer dollars will be spent on the 
best product at the best price. 
That’s a win-win for all of us.

January is Radon 


Awareness Month 


As (the weather cools and we 
begin sealing up drafty doors 
and windows in preparation for 
winter, it’s a good time to think 
about the quality of the air inside 
our homes. Has your home been 
tested for radon? If not, you 
have no way of knowing 
whether your family is being 
exposed to elevated levels of 
radon, a class A carcinogen, 
right in your own home. 

Radon is a naturally occurring 
radioactive gas that comes from 
deposits of uranium in soil and 
rock. Randon is harmlessly dis- 
persed in outdoor air, but when 
trapped in buildings it can be 
toxic to humans, Radon has 
been found in elevated levels in 
homes in every state in the coun- 
try. The US Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) esti- 
mates that as many as one in 15 
homes across our nation have 
elevated radon levels. 

Without testing you will never 
know whether radon is present, 
Although radon cannot be seen 
or smelled, it can be inhaled into 
the lungs where it undergoes 
radioactive decay. As it decays, 
radon releases tiny bursts of 
energy called alpha particles, 
which can harm sensitive lung 
tissue by damaging the DNA. 
This damaged DNA can lead to 
jung cancer. 

Everyone knows that smoking 
is the nation's number one cause 
of lung cancer, but most peopte 
are surprised to learn that radon 
exposure is number two. The 
US Surgeon General has warned 
that the second leading cause of 
lung cancer in the US today ts 
radon, Even though radon 
exposure does not cause imme- 
diate symptoms, many studies 
have proven that long-term 
exposure can be deadly. 

If radon is present in the soil 
or Fock under and around your 
house, it can seep into the home 
in various ways. [t may enter 
through cracks or joints in the 


foundation floor or walls, doors 
and windows on the lower lev- 
els, hollow-block walls, and 
openings around floor drains, 
pipes and sump pumps. Radon 
levels inside your home may be 
high regardless of whether you 
have a basement, a@ crawl space 
or a poured slab beneath your 
house. Radon levels can vary 
considerably from house to 
house, even on the same strect. 

The good news is that home- 
owners can test their level of 
radon, and can take action to 
reduce elevated radon levels in 
their home. Radon test kits are 
easy to use. Simply open the 
test kit package, place the tester 
in the tower level of your home, 
and wait the number of days rec- 
ommended in the test kit direc- 
tions. When the test is com- 
plete, the kit is sealed and sent 
back to a lab. Test results are 
maited to the homeowner by the 
lab, along with information 
about what to do if the radon 
levels in your home are found to 
be higher than what is consid- 
ered safe. 

A vartety of methods can be 
used to reduce radon in homes. 
Sealing cracks and other open- 
ings in the foundation is basic, 
although, by itself, this has not 
been shown to. significantly 
lower radon fevels. In most 
cases, installing systems with 
pipes and fans wall effectively 
reduce radon levels in’ your 
home. The cost of making 
repairs to reduce radon depends 
on how your home was built and 
other factors. Most homes can 
be ftxed for about the same cost 
as other common home repairs.

Kirtland announces new 
ultrasound program 


In an attemp! to keep abreast 
of the growing need for trained 
personnel in the medical field, 
Kirtland Community College 
announces it has signed an 
agreement with = Jackson 
Community College to offer a 
collaborative program in diag- 
nostic medical sonography. 

This is a new option for 
Kirtland students, in a field of 
expertise that is being used more 
and more often. 

Diagnostic medical sonogra- 
phers use high-frequency sound 
waves — also known as ultra- 
sound ~ to diagnose, treat and 
sometimes even prevent disease, 
The sonographer operates 
sophisticated electronic equip- 
ment that collects reflected 
ultrasound waves and uses them 
to form images of the body parts 
being studied. 

Hospitals are the principle 
employers of sonographers and 
graduates can expect to earn 
between $30,000-$50,000 per 
year. 

Students in the new program 
can earn an associate’s degree in 
diagnostic medical sonography 
by taking their first 32 credits at 
Kirtland, then take the remain- 
ing 42 credits online from 
Jackson Community College, 
paying in-county tuition rates. 
The clinical - hands-on — cours- 
es in the program can be taken in 
facilities within the Kirtland dis- 
trict.

Winter is here... do you know 
where your pesticides are? 


Like it or not, winter is here to 
stay! The days of a lush green 
lawn and garden are over and the 
tools have been stored away. 
Many of us have a designated 
spot either in the garage, base- 
ment or storage shed where our 
lawn and garden care supplies 
are neatly stored awaiting those 
éarly signs of ‘spring,’ We may 
think our job is done once every- 
thing ts in its place and the door 
is closed for the season, One 
more crucial job remains, how- 
ever, the organization and proper 
storage of unused pesticides. 

Proper storage of pesticides 
and fertilizers is important not 
only to protect the health of the 
homeowner and their family, but 
also in protecting the environ- 
ment and the quality of the 
chemicals themselves. Freezing 
of liquid pesticides and fertilizers 
can cause separation of the active 
ingredient from the solvents or 
emulsifiers. Complete deactiva- 
tion of the emulsifier (which is 
the chemical which stabilizes the 
active ingredients in the solution) 
is also possible. This may lead to 
crystallization or coagulation of 
the solution thus causing possi- 
ble plugging of the spray equip- 
ment and poor product: perfor- 
mance. Freezing may also cause 
“ruptures in containers leading to 
‘chemical spills and possible con- 
‘tamination of our groundwater 
supplies. 

How can you prevent this? 
Following a few simple recom- 
“mendations can help prevent 
freezing and protect your health 
and the safety of the environ- 
ment, 

Read the label.

Always be sure to provide 
proper ventilation in your storage 
area as well. This is tmportant in 
preventing volatile chemicals 
from contaminating other materi- 
als in storage. 

Keep flammable liquids sepa- 
rate from living areas and away 
froin ignition sources. 

Avoid dampness — which 
reduces the shelf life of many 
chemicals and can cause deterio- 
ration of containers. 

Avoid temperature extremes (o 
prevent freezing which can alter 
the chemical quality of liquid 
products reducing their effective- 
ness and also extreme heat which 
can increase the volatility of 
chemicals, 

Pesticides and _— fertilizers 
should be stored off the floor to 
prevent contamination if flood- 
ing should occur due to heavy 
Tains or spring snowmelt. 

Always keep a spill kit handy 
near your storage area in case of 
emergencies. Ata minimum this 
kit should include rubber gloves, 
goggles, absorbents such as kitty 
litter or paper towels, plastic 
broom and dustpan and a sealed

B Driver's s license, ID card applicants 


to demonstrate Michigan residency 


Updated 
Procedure boosts 


security. efforts 


Adults who apply for their 
first driver's license or personal 
identification card will soon be 
required to provide documenta- 
tion showing that they reside in 
Michigan, Secretary of State 
Terri Lynn Land announced 
today. 

The updated Department of 
State procedure offers a new 
line of defense against identity 
fraud, State and federal author- 
ities requested the policy 
change to help prevent individu- 
als from falsely obtaining state 
licenses and ID cards, 

Law enforcement brought to 
the department’s attention inci- 
dents of individuals trying to 
obtain driver’s licenses by 
fraudulently claiming Michigan 
residency. A thorough depart- 
ment review of ils policies and 
procedures was already under 
way before the contact from law 
enforcement. 

“This policy change strikes a 
necessary balance between 
ensuring homeland security and 
preserving our customer-service 
focus, “ Land said. ‘We are 
committed to working with all 
affected customers so that their 
applications are processed with- 
out delay. We also must pre- 


serve the integrity of state- 
issued documents. The depart- 
ment is continually looking for 
ways in which it can contribute 
to the overall safety of our state 
and nation. This common-sense 
Safeguard is one more step in 
that effort.” 

State law has long required 
driver’s license and personal 
identification card applicants to 
be Michigan residents. The new 
documentation process merely 
ensures that applicants are com- 
plying with that mandate. 

“These are —s important 
changes,” stated United States 
Attorney Craig S. Morford of 
the Eastern District of 
Michigan. “A driver’s license 
enables an individual to travel, 
open bank accounts, obtain gov- 
ernment-issued identification in 
other states and commit other 
crimes. The changes imple- 
mented by Secretary Land plug 
an important loophole which 
could have been exploited. 
Accordingly, I applaud her 
prompt attention to these con- 
cerns.” 

“The policy change imple- 
mented by Secretary of State 
Land is an important step in 
addressing a real vulnerability 
to our homeland security efforts 
and will have an impact beyond 
the borders of Michigan,” said 
Brian M. Moskowitz, Special 
Agent in Charge of U.S. 


Immigration | and Customs 
Enforcement (ICE) in Detroit. 
“The Secretary of State has 
made it much more difficult for 
organized criminal groups and 
individuals from both here and 
around the country to abuse our 


_ system.” 


Effective December 13, all 
applicants for an original 
Michigan driver’s license or 
personal ID card who are 18 or 
older must provide documenta- 
tion of residency. This does not 
apply to document renewals, or 
to residents under 18 because of 
the sufficient documentation 
requirements of Michigan's 
Graduated Driver Licensing 
program. 

In addition to meeting all 
other requirements, applicants 
must now provide at least one 
document with their name and 
Michigan residence address, 
Post office boxes cannot be used 
in lieu of a residence address. 

Examples of acceptable docu- 
ments include utility bills, bank 
statements, insurance policies 
valid student IDs from a 
Michigan school, paychecks or 
stubs, lease agreements, and 
government documents. Cell 
phone bills are not acceptable. 

Michigan currently requires 
applicants to provide at least 
three documents to prove identi- 
ty. These standards are consis-

more stringent than those in 
other states. Most other states 
already require either proof of 
state residency or legal pres- 
ence in the United States. A 
1995 state attorney general’s 
opinion currently prohibits 
Michigan from making legal 
presence in the United States a 
condition for driver’s license 
applicants. 

Michigan issues about 
240,000 original driver's licens- 
es and 135,000 ID cards annual- 
ly. 

“The tightened requirements 
for receiving a state identifica- 
tion will help law enforcement 
combat identity theft, which is 
one of the fastest growing 
crimes in the state and the 
nation,” said Col. Tadarial J. 
Sturdivant, director of the 
Michigan State Police. “This 
policy will also help ensure the 
safety of Michigan citizens by 
making it more difficult for a 
criminal to obtain multiple iden- 
tifications.”

Michigan seeks continued federal 
funding for Emerald Ash Borer battle 


It is imperative Michigan con- 
. tinue to receive federal funds to 
effectively combat Emerald Ash 
Borer and stop its spread to other 
“parts of the state and the rest of 
the country, a group of state del- 
egates relayed yesterday to fed- 
eral officials during visits at the 
‘nation’s capital. 
> “Michigan has made notable 
. Strides against EAB due to previ- 
ous federal support, partnerships 
-and collaboration across state 
_ and federal agencies and entities, 
Scientific advances and innova- 
. tion,” said Dan Wyant, director 
- Of the Michigan Department of 
- Agriculture (MDA). “However, 
- the battle is really just beginning 
-and continued federal resources 
-are critical to our collective suc- 
“cess in stemming this invasive 
-insect's costly economic and 
- environmental impacts and stop- 
- ping its spread.” 

The state’s EAB Cooperative 
Response Project Team com- 
prised of the Michigan 
Departments of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources, Michigan 
State University and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service and Forest 
Service is seeking $37.85 million 
for 2005 activities in Michigan. 

The targeted activities are part 
of the state’s overall control and 
eradication strategy, based on 
recommendations by an EAB 
national science advisory pancl 
involving some of the country’s 
leading entomologists. 

Specifically, Michigan 2005 

- priorities call for: 
Identifying and eradicating 
“outlier” EAB populations; 
Enhancing and expanding the 
ram to monitor and

safely and properly dispose of 
infested or potentially infested 
ash materials while providing 
assistance to impacted communi- 
lies; 

Conducting community/home- 
owner education, outreach and 
awareness activities; and 

Replacing tree canopy cover in 
areas impacted by EAB. 


“Michigan is at the frontline of 


this battle and continued funding 
of EAB efforts is essential to 
protecting not only Michigan's 
ash resource, but those of the 
entire North American contl- 
nent,” said Patricia Lockwood, 
FAB Policy Director — for 
Governor Jennifer M. Granholm. 

Emerald Ash Borer is an exot- 
ic insect native to Asia that 
attacks ash trees and was previ- 
ously unknown on the North 
American continent until its dis- 
covery in Michigan during the 
summer of 2002.

Intermediate Schoo] District 
plays in the lives of children in 
Our area, 

Most people have very little 
idea what an Intermediate School 
District does. Many of us see 
those yellow buses on the road, 
not only during the regular 
school year but also during the 
summer and wonder where they 
are going. Sometimes they are 
taking students to exciting 
adventures. This series will 
explore the various roles of the 
local intermediate school district, 

Intermediate School Districts 
(ISD) replaced the old county 
school boards in the 1960’s. The 
newly created ISDs were formed 
to help school districts by offer- 
lug services and providing edu- 
cational opportunities that indi- 
vidual districts could not provide 


as cost effectively. 

The ISD which serves the 
Crawford AuSable = School 
District is known as COOR. 
Located on Pioneer Hill in 
Roscommon County it works 
with the six school districts in 
Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw and 
Roscommon Counties, In addi- 
tion to Crawford AuSable, there 
is Mio AuSable, Fairview, 
Houghton Lake, West Branch- 
Rose City and Gerrish-Higgins, 

All ISD’s across the state are 
set up like regular school districts 
with a superintendent and a 
board of education. Robert Jones 
has been the COOR superinten- 
dent for five years. Before that 
he was the superintendent of the 
Ionia School District. 

One of the things that makes 
COOR unique is that voters 
select board members during the 
elections held in June. Nearly 
every other ISD board in the state 
has its members appointed by the 
school boards of the school dis- 
iricts the ISD serves. 

Each member of the COOR 
board serves a six-year term. 
Current board members are Chair 
Robert Carpenter of Mio, 
Roderick Martin of Houghton 
Lake, Rodney Robertson of Rose 
City, Bernadine Dosch and 
Nancy Persing both of Grayling, 
Robert Langendorfer of West 
Branch, and Lois Byrd of 
Roscommon, 

Roles for COOR 

COOR works cooperatively 
with the local school districts in 
the four county area to provide 
services that can be more eco- 
nomically and efficiently provid- 
ed through an area-wide agency. 
In addition to helping districts 
provide services such as speech 
therapy, physical therapy, school 
psychologists and social work- 
ers, it also works with local dis- 
tricts to provide cooperative gen- 
eral education classes, career and 
technical education, and special 


education classes. 


General Education 

COOR offers two distinct 
types of general education ser- 
vices - one for students and one 
for the educators. Professional 
development = services — are 
planned and implemented based 
on the priorities identified by 
local school districts. This year 
there is an area wide effort to

provide training to local educa- 
tors in using dala to improve stu- 
dent performance and align cur- 
ricula with new state standards. 

There are also general educa- 
tion student services that have 
been collaboratively developed 
with the local school districts. 

One of the programs is the 
Grade 4 MEAP program which 
rewards students who have met 
Michigan Standards on the Grade 
4 MEAP Reading and Math lest. 
Those students get a free week at 
Kirtland Community College 
where they get to immerse them- 
selves in one of 13 courses 
offered, such as robotics, aquatic 
chemistry and comic book illus- 
tration. The program, in ils 
twelfth year, is continuing to 
grow, This past summer, 
approximately 300 — fourth- 
graders attended. The program is 
designed to encourage achieve- 
ment and to provide an educa- 
tional experience in areas not 
commonly available at area 
schools. 

A second program offered by 
COOR is the Grade 8 shared time 
advanced classes taught at 
Kirtland each Friday afternoon. 
These are college level classes 
and successful students receive 
college credit. Each course is 
taught in accordance with estab- 
lished college standards, but has 
a special section for the grade 8 
students. Classes include web 
page design, creative writing, 
photography, and theater. 

A third program run by the 
general education division is the 
COOR Talent Search which pro-

vides high achieving seventh and 
eighth graders with the opportu- 
nily to take the ACT, a test which 
is normally taken by college- 
bound juniors and seniors. 
Students who participate receive 
scholarships jointly funded by 
COOR and their local school dis- 
irict. These scholarships are used 
to attend summer educational 
programs including MSU 
Explorations, Michigan Tech 
Summer Institute, Space Camp, 
Blue Lake Fine Arts Camps, 
Inland Seas, and Wolverine 
Camp. The purpose is to both 
encourage high achievement and 
provide students with access to 
expanded educational experi- 
ences. 

A week-long elementary the-: 
ater program is available to all 
students in a particular grade des-. 
ignated by their district. Each. 
student has a chance to take an 
active role in a theater produc- 
tion, from developing the idea for 
the play, making the costumes 
and props, to being part of the 
cast - every student gets to say at 
least two lines of dialogue. The 
production stresses some part of 
the classroom curriculum, be it 
Michigan history, economics, or 
building character,
